Two People are Burned 


to Death and Seven 


are Injured. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 6.—Two persons 


were burned to death and seven injured 
in a fire at Carnegie, Pa., this morning.

MARY KLEE, aged 'J. 
The injured:

ANNA KLEE, aged J7.

The Klee residence was a two-story 


house on Broadway, 
the ground floor 


front being devoted to a grocery store 
kept by Klee, and the rest of the house 
being occupied by the family. 


The fire was discovered about 4:40 this 


morning by the grocery 
clerk, Morris 


Fizis. 
He immediately gave the alarm, 


but the tlames spread so rapidly that the 
occupants of the upper story were shut 
off from the stairway. Klee and his wife 
realised that the only way to save the 
children was to drop them from the win- 
dow, a distance of about twenty feec. 


One by one the children were brought 


to the front window and dropped to the 
ground by the father. 
All o£ them were 


more or less seriously injured, but all es- 
caped death from the flames except Mary. 
By 
the time Harry, the 
baby, 
was 


reached the father was almost exhausted 
and the little one's face and feet and 
hands were blistered 
.and burned. 
He 
was snatched from the (lames just in 
time, and it is thought he will survive. 


After rescuing 
his baby, the 
father 


looked around for his wife and being un- 
able to locate here became almost dis- 
tracted. It seems that while the father 
was rescuing the youngest children his 
wife was making an attempt to save the 
life of Mary, and in doing so she gave up 
her own life. 
The house was entirely destroyed. 
The father refused to leave the house 
without his wife and child, and the fire- 
men were compelled to forcibly carry him 
from the burning building.

LABOR ASKS FOR THE 
PASSAGE OF EXCLUSION ACT 


President Roosevelt is Commended by the 


Convention—Many Resolutions are Passed 


by the Delegates. 


SCHANTON, Pa.,-Dec. 6.—The first hour 


of the second day's session of the Amer- 
ican 
Federation of 
Labor 
today was 


taken up by the calling of the roll and 
the resolutions which were not read but 
were sent 
to appropriate 
committees. 


There are several contests over the seat- 
ing ot delegates yet undecided. 
One of 


the most important is brought by Francis 
Despagne of the Mosaic Workers' Union 
against the seating of D. S. "Wood, presi- 
dent of the Mosaic and Encaustic Tile 
"Workers' Intewiational Union. 


Despagne's 
light 
against 
President 


"Wood is not personal but one over the 
question of; jurisdiction in laying cere- 
amic. tiles. 


The Credential Committee is trying to 


arrange all disputes so as to avoid any 
friction in the convention. 


The resolutions adopted number sixty. 


They cover ^any questions affecting the 
laboring man. Four of them demand the 
re-enactment of the Chinese Exclusion 
Act, 
one commended President Roosevelt 


for the position he took In his message 
with reference to the Chinese question, 
and a large number called for strict trade 
autonomy. 


Delegate Deltrich of Washington, D. C., 


presented a resolution protesting against 
subsidy legislation by Congress and an- 
01 her resolution" called 
for the appoint- 


ment of a committee to draft a memorial 
to Congress to rrohibtt the granting of in- 
junctions by courts against organized la- 
bor. Other resolutions provide for boy- 
cotts against concerns in various parts of 
the country, giving seamen the full right 
to quit any merchant vessel of which the 
service has been obnoxious to him, and 
for universal labels. 


Edward F. HcSweeney, Deputy Com- 


missioner of Immigration at the port of 
New York, addressed the delegates. 
He 


reviewed the history of emigration from 
the downfall of the Roman Kmpire to the 
present and then explained the method of 
enforcing the emigration laws. 
The spirit of the law, he said, Is being 


violated "by 
tha 
wholesale." 
He 
re- 


coiled the railroad wreck on the "Wabasli 
last week, in which a number of immi- 
grants were killed, 
and asserted 
that 
these Immigrants were no doubt under 
contract to work in California, to which 
State they were en route when their lives 
were crushed out. 
Speaking of the Chinese exclusion act, 
Mr. McSweeney said the Japanese should 
also be excluded from the United States 
because they are more undesirable than 
the Chinamen. 
AH the pending legisla- 
tion before Congress t.o remedy the pri's- 
ent evils will only make more confusion. 
Labor contractors, he said, are each year 
perfecting their 
methods for 
bringing 
aliens to this country, and the Bureau 
of Immigration is not being extended. 


At the conclusion of Mr. McSwueney s 


address, recess was taken until 2 P. M.

THE BANQUET. 


The gentlemen were in evening dress

J. P. Taylor then made a few intro- 
ductory remarks. 
He said that St. 


Andrew's society had been organized 
twenty-three years ago by some of "the 
members of the St. Andrew's Society 
of San Francisco and some 
of 
the 
Scotchmen ,pf this city. . During those 
twenty-three years it had done a great 
deal o£ good in bestowing charity up- 
,on tha poor. 
Persons who had tem- 
porarily fallen by Wie wayside had been 
given a helping hand. 
Employment 
had been gotten for deserving men. 
They were placed in a position to do 
something for themselves, and 
that 
was all that they wanted. 
Ordinarily 


when a. Scotchman got a foothold 
he 
was bound to make a way for himself. 
It was this and noL monetary assistance 
which was given as a rule in 
most 
cases, although members here and oth- 
ers in San Francisco had sent some old 
people back to Scotland, feeling- that 
that was the best thing, that could be 
done for them.

"St. Andrew's Day" was responded 
fco -by Rev. E. E. Baker at the First 
Presbyterian ChurcHi. A Ibopik, -he said, 
with which he toad some familiarity, 
aske'd, "who should follow tlhe King?" 
Looking at the program fae.declared, It 
was evident -the foeOlef of the society 
that St. Andreiw was -able to keep up 
in the fast company, metaphorically" 
speaking, of King Edward VII. 
Dr. Baiker then humorously discussed 
the subject al "saints," taking a view 
of the celestial inhabitants sc-mewihat 
distant from that of tike founders of 
St. Andrew's Society. 
In conclusion Dr. Baiker said that, 


taking St. Andrew aa a tyipe of Scotch 
character, tho saint represented a sus- 
ceptibility to trutih •which was to ibe 
commended. He 
believed the Scotch 


people desired to know (what wias Itriue. 
:He ga.ve praise, Ihe said, to Scotch in- 
quiry. W'hen they got "tlheir mind on 
anything, ithey would not toe satisfied 
with anything excerpt truth. He com- 
mended 
the org-anizaltlon of St. An- 
drew's Society because it showed, that 
all 
chivalry .iwas not gone. He be- 
sought tor them perfect ibenedletion in 
the fight of life. 


ST. .ANDREWS. 


Rev. Dr. J. K. McLean spoke on St. 


Andrew's Society of Oakland. He op- 
ened 
in 
a very felicitous manner,, 
spoke about -his early connection -wiifih 
the organization and &f the eating- and 
drinking which, was then as Inow done. 
He also spoke albout -the difference be- 
tween a Scotchman who tuad ajl the 
rugged qualities of a mam Just from 
beyond the sea. and one wiho had the 
American veneering-. He thought, at 
one time, (when Ihe -became -a member 
of the society that he wmild have'a 
chance to marry some of tile mem- 
bers. But he -never ihad married one 
of them. They either did not.-have the 
money to get married, or didn't wa-nt 
to get married 'or slunk away and got 
married in some other place. 
Dr. McLean then noticed Robert Mc- 


Killican at the table and, looking: at 
him, 
said that there iwas a stalwart 
whom 
he had tm>a.rried, but ihe had 
learned that .that •Bias the first ban- 
quet of the society which Mr. McKilll- 
ean had ever attended. He then re- 
ferred 'to Chaplain McDonald as one 
who had been wltlh him in the semi- 
nary in Princeton, and said: 
"He is pure gold. Keep (him all Ithe 
time. H you walk -where h.e iwalks, 
you rwill walk in high, places." 
Becoming- reminiscent, Dr. McLean 


recalled some of the past leaders of the 
Society:" 
I 
"There mlas old Peter Thompson. 


This I 'believe is the first time in twen- 
ty-tlhree 
yeairs -we nave missed him. 
He iwas a grand old man. "We all lov~ 


ed Wm- He.left (his maa-k in Oakland, 
He boug-ht a section .up here which 
was cumbered with a grave yard. He 
removed 
-the 
cemetery, filled the 
swamj> 
land, ibuilc 'homes and hun- 
dreds of people rise .up and call him 
blessed. 


"Then there was old William Col- 


lins who 'has rendered the last services 
to many people in Oakland. I re- 
memJber itne last time we met at one 
of these gatherings. It was then in 
the building in which.,-the Smith, sta- 
tionery store is now/-1 almost think 
it nvas there that he caught 'the cold 
tKat caused bis death, but then, if one 
must 'go from a cold, I think a St. An- 
drew breeze is just as good for that 
purpose as any other one. 
"Then there iwas .James •Hutchinson. 
He 
was as good and genial and as 
pleasant as any of the flowers in his 
garden. We /used to crack a joke to- 
gether. It is not unsaintly to .crack & 
joke. I 
don' think tnere is a saint 


who ever -lived wiho did inot crack a 
joke. 


"There rwas James Easton, who sat 
for years in a pew in ifront of me with 
his ihand up to his ear. I knew that 
whatever ocher pillars of my church 
were asleep, Mr. Easton was not. He 
would al'ways listen to my sermons. 
He did not always believe them. But 
he was religic-us at iheairt. Indeed, he 
was 
a true man. I think tihere are 
saints after all and that they may be 
found in men who do good jobs of cab- 
inet work, painted and polished as well 
as amonig others. 
"Then there was good Thomas Tiurn- 


bull so 'long our secretary. His hand- 
writing (was perfect. It was like cop- 
per 
plate. He's gone up above. I 


think St. Peter ha£ him, writing in a 
book. It's a good thing to have him 
there. We may find •more -written there 
albout us than we otherwise would. 
"Robert Smilie iwas another, whose 
death is particularly sad ito think of. 
Him I OKLVC associated with that splen- 
did 
building at Castle Crag. I don't 


know when I ever felt so sorrowful as 
I did when I learned that a man Jike 
him 
sihould came down to his death, 


while 
conscientiously 
seeing 
that 
work liras done as it should 'be done. A 
timber*was flung at (him and crush- 
ed turn to- death." 


•THE SCOT ABROAD. 


'The Scott Ajbroad" was the subject 


of 
>D. Edward Collins' response and 


eloquent .was line treatment and im- 
P'ressive the manner of de'iivery- 
Among1 
other things 
Mr. Collins 


spoke, said: 
' 


* "St. Andrew's Societies which 
group 
themselves in every important city, Scot- 
tish affinitle s met with in town and 
country, and the ubiquity of tha race 
naturally leads one to believe that the 
Scotchman comes from a country which 
has a great population. While this is not 
the case, yet ne does, perhaps, magnify 
his seeming importance by stamping a 
distinctive impress upon every community 
in which he mingles. He is not unduly 
aggressive; he is neither Jacobin nor an 
irrer.oncileable. 
On the other hand, he 
fa.lls readily-into a conservative position 
both in church and State. Hailing from 
what has been called a 'veiled republic,' 
and discovering here an Inverted mon- 
archy, he does not find himself entirely 
lost, for American institutions give ob- 
vious evidence of an Anglo-Saxon origin. 
But one who has been reared in Scotland 
and mingled with a few neighbors in a 
sparsely settled district and traveled a 
few hundred mi'.es from Aberdeen to Ed- 
inburgh, is sta.ggered with the enormous 
population and vast 
territory o£ the 
United States. The prosperity, the zest, 
the unbounded hope and the restlessness 
of the population fill him with surprise 
and 
wonder. Notwithstanding schools 
and 
-universities, cultured clubs 
and 
churches, he is Impressed less with the 
intellectual and 
spiritual achievements 
than with the material prosperity of the 
country. Recently he has seen the United 
States suddenly assume the position of a 
world-power and consciously enter the 
race for commercial and political suprem- 
acy. 
A war, reluctantly undertaken, is- 
sued in a victory the influence of which 
is directly or indirectly felt by every 
civilized nation. •Through accessions of 
territory in the distant seas the ship of 
state has somewhat veered towards an 
imperialistic haven. Popular government 
here is still but a broadened oligarchy, 
and the administrative institutons Bold 
kinship .with those of Europe. In the 
widely-scattered population of the Repub- 
lic there are very marked 
differences. 
Not to mention the South, New York dis- 
tinctly .differs from 
Boston, and botll 
difCer from Chicago and San Francisco. 
But this is the simple outcome of growth 
and established centers. 
"This great and 
prosperous republic 
offers to the Scotchman, as to every other 
worthy immigrant to 
its 
hospitable 
shores, a field for industry largely free 
from coercive restraint—an equality of 
opportunity—and leaves him to develop 
to the utmost the bes-t that is in him. 


"The 
just claim of such a republic Is at 
least worthy citizenship. And no Scotch- 
man can better honor his nativity than 
by the exhibition of genuine worth in a 
foster-laud."

As I am deprived o£ the pleasure of meet- 
ing you this evening, being confined to 
my room for the past three days with an

original diversion but to the reversion of 
the entire volume ol' water diverted." 


"Can such a conveyance extinguish the 


riparian right?" inquired Judge Greene. 
"A riparian right is simply the right of 
tho land bordering on the stream to have 
the water run by his land.

veyance of that right confer a right to

"As lumrersvaiiu, it, this conveyance, call 


it covenant if you will, is simply a Brant 
to the effect that the riparian owners will 
take no recourse against us for taking 
tlie water from the stream.

They 
have surrendereU thuir right in our fa- 
vor. 
Nnt one of them has complained. 
There is no allegation that they have been 
in.lureii.

case. 
We are using the water and tho 


other side demands that we prove our 
title to it. 
The presumption is that we

water and the purchaser, having no land.

The death of George Carleton, of which 


a premonition was given in THE TRI- 
BUNE yesterday afternoon, took place 
before 
the paper containing 
the 
an- 


nouncement of his illness from apoplexy 
reached its readers. It was occasioned 
by a stroke of apoplexy, which was ex- 
perienced last Wednesday at noon, and 
which completely prostrated the patient. 
Medical attendance was at once called, 
but it was apparent that Mr. Carleton 
was beyond relief. There set in, at the 
same time, a complication of ailments. 
If the patient did survive these, it was 
known by the physicians that he would be 
nothing more than a helpless paralytic 
while life lingered. 


The announcement of the death was so 


sudden and so unwelcome as to cause 
surprise and regret wherever made. The 
deceased was a man of giant proportions 
and herculean, strength. His physical de- 
velopment, 'coupled as it was supoosed 
with perfect health, was considered to 
be &ble to withstand the 
advance 
of 


years. For that reason, people generally, 
and those especially who had seen !Mr. 
Carleton on the day he was stricken, 
could realize only with difficulty that he 


t had passed away.

George H. Carleton was born in Belfast, 


' Maine, 6S years ago. He came to Callfor- 
i nia with his parents in 1S50, and. for a 
i time, resided on Rincon Hill in San Pran- 
' Cisco. Subsequently, the family removed 


to this city and it was here that George 
Carleton received his education in the 
public schools, his earlier studies having 
been pursued in the little frame structure 
which was bartered by the city to Horace 
Carpentier for the water front, the incal- 
culable value of which latter in those 
days seemed to be quite evident to that 
shrewd speculator. 


Soon after moving to this side of the 


bay, Carleton's father 
secured an im- 


mense tract of land in Golden Gate which 
is still in the family name. It is property 
which is bound,'in the not distant future, 
to witness a wonderful -march of im- 
provement. When that begins, the sur- 
viving members of the family will reap a 
great financial harvest, though the open- 
ing- up of the territory to settlement and 
other improvement will cost not less than 
J40.000.
